480  and  exempts  the  ship^nt  of  fresh  fruits  and  their  products  under  this  bill. 

Prohibits  use  of  funds  jwthorized  by  the  bill /for  the  purchase  of  bulk  com¬ 
modities  at  prices  higher  than  the  prevailing  nwnrket  price  in  the  U.  S.,  adjus¬ 
ted  for  differences  in  transpbf Nation  costs,  quality,  and  terms  of  payment. 

Requires  that  insofar  as  pr^ticable  surpj^us  agricultural  commodities  to  be 
furnished  on  a  grant  basis  must  pe  bought^nlyin  the  U.  S.  except  to  the  extent 
that  they  are  not  available  here  rxj  sufficient  quantities  to  meet  emergency  con¬ 
ditions. 

Provides  that,  with  respect  to  development  loans,  development  grants  and  sup¬ 
porting  assistance,  funds  in  excess  yT^100,000  cannot  be  obligated  until  engin¬ 
eering,  financial,  and  other  plans  Xece^ary  to  carry  out  the  project  have  been 
completed  and  there  is  a  reasonab^  firm  Mtimate  of  the  cost  of  the  project  to 
the  U.  S. ,  and,  in  the  case  of  wflter  or  related  land  resource  construction  proj¬ 
ect,  plans  must  include  a  comj^ation  of  ben^its  and  costs  made  insofar  as 
practicable  in  accordance  wi^n  Budget  Bureau  p^pcedures  for  such  projects  in  the 
U.  S. 

Provides  that  the  Secr^ary  of  the  Treasury  sliall  have  responsibility  for 
accounting  and  valuatioiy^ith  respect  to  foreign  credits  and  foreign  currencies 
owed  to  or  owned  by  th^U.  S.  and,  in  carrying  out  ^s  responsibility,  the 
Secretary  shall  issuy^egulations  binding  upon  all  agencies  of  the  Government. 
Gives  the  Secretary/^ole  authority  to  establish  the  exchange  rates  at  which 
all  foreign  curren^^es  or  credits  are  to  be  used  by  all  wvernment  agencies. 
Requires  each  Government  agency  to  report  to  the  Secretary\of  the  Treasury  an 
inventory  as  of/june  30,  1961,  showing  all  foreign  currencies  on  hand,  and  sim¬ 
ilar  reports  Semiannually  thereafter,  for  use  of  the  Secretary^ in  preparing 
consolidate^reports  to  Congress.

This  was  the  original  intention  of  the 
committee  in  the  enactment  of  this  legislation.

Dear  Mr.  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of  July  11, 
1961,  for  a  report  on  H.R.  7866,  a  bill  to  amend  the  Poultry  Products 
Inspection  Act  to  extend  the  application  thereof  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Puerto  Rico. 

This  Department  recommends  that  the  bill  be  passed. 

While  the  Department  presently  considers  the  Poultry  Products 
Inspection  Act  to  be  applicable  to  Puerto  Rico,  some  question  has 
arisen  in  recent  months  as  to  its  applicability.  Passage  of  this  bill 
would  remove  any  doubt  as  to  the  applicability  of  the  Poultry  Prod-| 
nets  Inspection  Act  to  Puerto  Rico. 

We  recommend  that  the  words  “and  the  Virgin  Islands”  be  added  in 
line  12  immediately  following  the  words  “Puerto  Rico.” 

It  is  believed  that  the  passage  of  this  proposed  legislation  would  not 
result  in  the  need  for  additional  funds. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
presentation  of  this  report  from  the  standpoint  of  the  administration’s 
program.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.R.  7866),  to  amend  the  Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act 
to  extend  the  application  thereof  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  having  considered  the  same,  report 
thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  bill  makes  it  clear  that  the  Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act 
extends  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands.

The  Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act  provides  for  the  compulsory 
inspection  of  poultry  and  poultry  products  which  move  in  interstate 
or  foreign  commerce  or  in  designated  major  consuming  areas.

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  clarify  the  language  of  the 
Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act  to  make  it  clear  that  the 
act  applies  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  This 
was  the  original  intention  of  the  committee  in  the  enactment 
of  this  legislation. 

DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL 

Following  is  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
recommending  enactment  of  H.R.  7866  and  that  the  lan¬ 
guage  be  amended  to  include  the  Virgin  Islands.  The  com¬ 
mittee  has  adopted  the  amendment  recommended  by  the 
Department.

Dear  Mr.  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of 
July  11,  1961,  for  a  report  on  H.R.  7866,  a  bill  to  amend  the 
Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act  to  extend  the  application 
thereof  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico. 

This  Department  recommends  that  the  bill  be  passed. 

Wliile  the  Department  presently  considers  the  Poultry 
Products  Inspection  Act  to  be  applicable  to  Puerto  Rico, 
some  question  has  arisen  in  recent  months  as  to  its  applica¬ 
bility.  Passage  of  this  bill  would  remove  any  doubt  as  to 
the  applicability  of  the  Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act  to 
Puerto  Rico. 

We  recommend  that  the  words  “and  the  Virgin  Islands”  be 
added  in  line  12  immediately  following  the  words  “Puerto 
Rico.” 

It  is  believed  that  the  passage  of  this  proposed  legislation 
would  not  result  in  the  need  for  additional  funds. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection 
to  the  presentation  of  this  report  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
administration’s  program.

Be  it  enacted  by  me  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  /f  the  Vriited  States  of 
America  in  Congykss  assembled.

The  bill,  as  introduced,  would  have  au¬ 
thorized  unlimited  appropriations;  but  the 
committee  felt  that  the  authorization  should 
be  held  down  to  the  amount  of  foreseeable 
need.  The  Department  of  Agriculture’s  re¬ 
port  shows  a  foreseeable  need  of  up  to  $2.5 
million,  and  the  committee  recommends 
amendment  of  the  bill  accordingly.

^onal  survey  of  forest  resources. 

This  Department  recommends  enactment 
of  the  provisions  of  the  bill. 

S.  sfl64  would  remove  the  limitation  of 
$1,500,1)00  on  the  amount  now  authorized  to 
be  approteiated  annually  for  resurveys  of  the 
Nation’s  forest  land  and  timber  resources  and 
permit  th^annual  appropriation  of  such 
sums  as  maXbe  necessary  to  keep  the  na¬ 
tionwide  foresC«urvey  current. 

Section  9  of  tlm  McSweeney-McNary  For¬ 
est  Research  Act  of  May  22,  1928,  authorized 
and  directed  the  S^retary  of  Agriculture  to 
make  and  keep  cuVent  a  comprehensive 
survey  of  the  presenfkand  prospective  re¬ 
quirements  for  timber  and  other  forest  prod¬ 
ucts  in  the  United  Statss,  and  of  timber 
supplies,  including  a  deteitaination  of  the 
present  and  potential  productivity  of  forest 
lands,  and  of  such  other  faSte  as  may  be 
necessary  in  the  determination^^  ways  and 
means  to  balance  the  timber  bu^et  of  the 
United  States.  The  act  authorized  an  in¬ 
itial  forest  survey  with  both  an  an^al  and 
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\ptal  limitation.  This  Initial  stirvey  of  the 
Nlktlon’s  770  million  acres  of  forest  land  has 
noik  been  essentially  completed. 

Anlendments  to  the  McSweeney-McNary 
Forest^Besearch  Act  In  1944  and  1949  also 
authorl^d  continuing  resurveys  to  keep  the 
forest  siai^ey  current.  The  amendment  of 
1949  established  a  limitation  of  $1,500,000 
on  the  amoTint  authorized  to  be  appropri¬ 
ated  annually'^r  these  continuing  resurveys. 
Since  1949  the'vcosts  of  conducting  survey 
work  have  risen  tpore  than  50  percent.  In 
addition,  there  is  increasing  need  for  more 
frequent  and  more^Jntensive  forest  Inven¬ 
tories  In  all  States,  ^ven  with  substantial 
assistance  from  cooperating  State  agencies, 
forest  industries,  and  otlsier  groups,  the  ris¬ 
ing  costs  of  survey  work  laave  made  it  im¬ 
possible  to  provide  adequa^^  timber  inven¬ 
tories  within  the  authorlzatwm  established 
in  1949  when  price  levels  w^  materially 
lower.  Hence,  removal  of  the  present  limi¬ 
tation  on  annual  appropriation's  for  the 
forest  survey  is  needed  to  permit  Adequate 
financing  of  this  important  field  of  r^earch. 

The  forest  survey  provides  the  only^^m- 
prehenslve  source  of  basic  Information',  on 
one  of  the  Nation’s  most  Important  natural 
■  resoiuces.  It  provides  facts  on  the  area, 
condition,  and  productivity  of  forest  lands; 
the  volume,  kind,  quality,  and  location  of 
standing  timber;  the  present  and  prospec¬ 
tive  growth  of  timber  of  various  species; 
losses  to  fire.  Insects,  diseases,  and  other 
destructive  agents;  the  present  and  prospec¬ 
tive  volrunes  of  timber  cut  for  various  forest 
products;  and  interpretations  of  information 
on  timber  supplies  and  timber  use  to  pro¬ 
vide  factual  guides  to  the  conservation  and 
use  of  the  Nation’s  forest  land  and  timber 
resources.  Since  forest  resources  are  con¬ 
stantly  changing  as  a  result  of  timber 
growth,  cutting  for  industrial  products,  and 
losses  to  fire  and  other  destructive  agents, 
resurveys  at  regular  intervals  axe  necessary 
to  provide  up-to-date  Information. 

Federal  and  State  agencies,  private  forestry 
groups,  landowners  and  timber  operators 
all  need  adequate  and  up-to-date  facts  about 
timber  resources  and  needs  as  sound  bases 
for  policy  and  program  decisions.  ’The  pro¬ 
duction,  manufacturer,  and  use  of  timber 
products  currently  generates  an  estimated 
$20  billion  of  gross  national  product  annu¬ 
ally.  ’Trends  In  forest  conditions  and  the 
availability  of  timber  supplies  for  prospective 
markets  thus  are  of  direct  concern  to  many 
groups  throughout  the  Nation’s  economy. 

To  public  agencies,  sruvey  facts  provide  an 
essential  basis  for  policy  decisions  on  various 
programs  involving  the  production  and  use 
of  timber.  To  forest  Industries,  survey  facts 
on  timber  supplies  axe  of  broad  practical 
value  for  guiding  business  decisions  relatii 
to  location  of  wood-using  plants,  plant  Re¬ 
quisition,  and  wood-procurement  programs. 

’The  removal  of  the  limitation  on  a^roxl- 
matlons  for  resurveys,  as  provided  foirln  this 
bill,  would  place  the  financing  of  thfc  impor¬ 
tant  research  activity  on  the  sa^  basis  as 
other  fields  of  research  authored  by  the 
other  sections  of  the  McS'vwney-McNary 
Forest  Research  Act.  AdequRe  control  over 
the  amounts  appropriated  aRnuaUy,  as  In  the 
case  of  other  forestry  reRarch  of  the  De¬ 
partment,  can  of  couRe  be  maintained 
through  the  usual  bu^etary  processes. 

Present  estimates  Indicate  that  as  much 
as  $2.5  million  anrRally  may  ultimately  be 
needed  to  maintain  the  forest  survey  at  an 
adequate  level.  / 

In  reporting /to  you  on  S.  2403,  we  rec¬ 
ommended  tM  enactment  of  that  bill  with 
the  addltioy  of  a  section  to  accomplish  the 
same  thlng/as  S.  3064.  We  believe  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  /this  provision  either  as  a  part  of 
S.  2403, 'or  as  a  separate  enactment  to  be 
highly/desirable. 

"I^  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that 
thRe  Is  no  objection  to  the  presentation 


of  this  report  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
administration’s  program.

LAND  IN  GEORGIA  TO  JASPER 

COUNTY  BOARD  OP  EDUCATION 

The  bill  (H.R.  4939)  to  provide  for  the 
conveyance  of  all  right,  title,  and  inter¬ 
est  of  the  United  States  in  a  certain 
tract  of  land  in  Jasper  County,  Ga.,  to 
the  Jasper  County  Board  of  Education 
was  considered,  ordered  to  a  third  read¬ 
ing,  read  the  third  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  MANSFIELD.  Mr.  President,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  have  printed 
in  the  Record  an  excerpt  from  the  re¬ 
port  (No.  1568),  explaining  the  purposes 
of  the  bill. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  excerpt 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record, 
as  follows: 

’This  bill  directs  conveyance  to  the  Board 
\Of  Education  of  Jasper  County,  Ga.,  for  fair 
Riarket  value,  of  certain  reserved  rights  In 
4^5  acres  of  land  conveyed  to  the  boaxcL 
In  1940.  An  undivided  39.8  percent  of  tl  ' 
resery^  rights  belonged  to  the  Geo^a 
Rural 'Rehabilitation  Corp.  and  have  been 
transfer'Xed  to  the  Georgia  Developmem  Au¬ 
thority,  t^ch  has  authorized  con^yance 
of  Its  undivided  39.8  percent.  Th^eserved 
rights  consl^of  (1)  a  reversionary  right  If 
the  board  faHs  to  maintain  tile  property 
solely  for  educ^oneil  purposeR or  to  afford 
all  children  resiaing  in  the Rchool  .  district 
an  equal  opportunity  to  avRl  themselves  of 
the  facilities  for  e^cati^al  purposes,  (2) 
the  right  to  use  the  f^llules  for  community 
activities,  and  (3)  th^rlght  to  construct, 
maintain,  and  operat^tnex  structures  which, 
would  not  InterferR  witn\R;hool  purposes 
(including  the  gRnting  oR  easements  for 
such  constructloR  malntenan^,  and  opera¬ 
tion)  . 

’The  DeparRoent  of  Agriculture  recom¬ 
mends  enactment.  ’There  is  no  intention  to 
utUlze  th^etained  rights,  and  thk  coimty 
Intends  to  convert  the  property  lnto\a  rest 
home  the  aged.  ’The  amendment^rec- 
ommejided  by  the  Department  were  adoj 
by  the  House.

The  bill  (H.R.  7866)  to  amend  the 
Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  application  thereof  to  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Vir¬ 
gin  Islands  was  considered,  ordered  to  a 
third  reading,  read  the  third  time,  and 
passed. 

Mr.  MANSFIELD.  Mr.  President,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  have  printed 
in  the  Record  an  excerpt  from  the  re¬ 
port  (No.  1569) ,  explaining  the  pm-poses 
of  the  bill. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  excerpt 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record, 
as  follows: 

This  bill  makes  it  clear  that  the  Poultry 
Products  Inspection  Act  extends  to  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  recommends  enactment. 

The  Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  compulsory  Inspection  of  poul¬ 
try  and  poultry  products  which  move  In  In¬ 
terstate  or  foreign  commerce  or  in  designated 
major  consuming  areas.

PROPERTY  OP  THE  UNITEI 

STATES  TO  FORMER  OWNERS 

The  bill  (H.R.  5456)  to  provide  foc'ttie 
conveyance  of  certain  real  propmy  of 
the  United  States  to  the  formeiyowners 
thereof  was  considered,  ordered^  a  third 
reading,  read  the  third  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  MANSFIELD.  Mr.  jWesident,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  tiynave  printed 
in  the  Record  an  excerpt^om  the  report 
(No.  1571),  explaining/wie  purposes  of 
the  bill. 

There  being  no  oMection,  the  excerpt 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record, 
as  follows: 

’This  bill  provides  for  the  conveyance  of 
about  35  acres^lthout  consideration  to  the 
descendants  ^  J.  C.  Drake  for  the  purpose 
,  of  correcting/^ an  error,  as  Is  more  fully  ex¬ 
plained  in  Ime  attached  report  of  the  House 
Committ^ on  Agriculture. 

[H.^ept.  1627,  87th  Cong.,  2d  sess.] 

’Th^Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom 
was /referred  the  bill  (HR.  5456)  to  provide 
fo^the  conveyance  of  certain  real  property 
the  United  States  to  the  former  owners 
uiereof,  having  considered  the  same,  report 
favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and 
recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

PURPOSE  OF  THE  BILL 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  Is  to  direct  con¬ 
veyance  to  the  grantees  named  in  the  bill, 
without  consideration,  of  approximately  35 
acres  of  land  to  which  the  United  States 
obtained  title  by  error  in  acquiring  lands 
for  the  Apalachicola  National  Forest  in  Flor¬ 
ida. 

Evidence  presented  to  the  committee  indi¬ 
cates  that  the  35  acres  of  land  Involved  In 
this  legislation  is  now  and  has  been  since 
1917  a  portion  of  a  farm  occupied  and  op¬ 
erated  by  the  grantees  and,  before  them,  by 
their  father.  The  farm  is  situated  on  the 
edge  of  the  Apalachicola  National  Forest  and 
the  35  acres  in  question  was  included  by  er¬ 
ror  in  a  condemnation  action  involving  ap¬ 
proximately  25,000  acres  of  land  for  the  na¬ 
tional  forest  which  was  Instituted  by  the 
Government  In  1941.  The  evidence  further 
indicates  that  the  Drake  family  had  no  no¬ 
tice  or  knowledge  of  the  condemnation  ac¬ 
tion  (published  notice  of  which  was  made 
In  another  county)  nor  any  knowledge  that 
the  Government  claimed  title  to  a  part  of 
their  farm  until  the  Forest  Service  surveyed 
ythe  area  In  1955  and  established  boundary 
larkers.

To  uiueiul  the  I’oultry  Products  Ins|)ection  Act  to  extend  the  application  thereof 
to  the  Conunonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  section  4  of 
tlie  Poultry  Products  Inspection  Act  (71  Stat.  441)  is  amended  by 
striking  section  4(a)  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

“fa)  the  term  ‘commerce’  means  commerce  between  any  State 
or  tne  District  of  Columbia,  and  any  place  outside  thereof;  or 
lietween  points  within  the  same  State  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
but  through  any  place  outside  thereof;  or  within  the  District  of 
Columbia;  and  the  term  ‘State’  includes  the  Commonwealth  of 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands.”
